Sir - 


Inasmuch as Mr. Whitehead was appointed in this department for a period of two months 
(from the 6th of May) at a compensation of $2.50 per diem, and as his efficiency warrants a more 
adequate compensation, I recommend that his pay for the remainder of the limited period for 
which he was appointed, be adjusted at the rate of $4 per diem.
